iMccting of fire wardens to investigate 
resp»f!titig the contract for constructing 
cistern at the corner of Nprth ^arksti'oet 
and Quadr»;,'sctcaii on tlie resolution, of 
I Coun.

Mr. Harris Qt.Uecl that tho cimtract wm 
invardcd to Gilligaii and Cailic. ;-t SlVt), 
the no.xt lowest tender beiiig WiUi.s Uond 
at 83'19. Tho coulmcl included tho re- 
moval of, tho earth. 

Willis Bond, o.vauiiund said: — I niado 
iirrangonionts to move tho earth, the con- 
traotora stating that thoy had to do it un- 
der tho contraot. I was to rocoivo §37 
for tho work. I had romovcd a fow loads 
whuii Couns. KinsmaJi and IJoyd camo 
up. Kinsman said to mo, "Aro you 
charging tho contractors for moving tho 
oartl; ? 1 replied, it is not always chat I 
laugh at a councillor; I work for silver, 
not for clay- Kinsman then said, if tho 
contractors have to pay' you for- this the 
sooner thoy discharge you tho b(;ttor fur 
thorn. I said to Coun. Uoyd if tho <Jc un- 
cil intended to move the earth at their 
oxponso I should like to havo tho job. 
Boyd and Kinsman replied thoy hud a 
man to \vhom thoy were going to give tho 
work who was entitled to it. I aakcd who 
it woa. Thoy replied Sir. J. W, Wil- 
liams. At this timo I wa.i nogotiating 
with Mr. Spencer to soil him tho earth 
for Questioned by Ooun. EinsmBn. 
Di4 I not toll OiUigan that Mi". Williams 
would bo horo to-morrow to take away 
tho earth ? No; I did not hoar it. Coun. 
Wriglcsworth asked if ho (Pond) had of- 
fered tho contractors boforo signing tho 
contract a sum of raoiioj' to throw up tho 
contract and let hira take it ? Mr. liond 
replied, the contractors proposo(l to mo 
to give thqm SoO an4 they would throw 
up the contract. Boforo I gave thom an 
anawor I called upon Coun. McLoari and 
askod him what was he goini' to do with 
tho tenders for tho cistorn / Coun. Mc- 
Lean said that ho had Hpokon to Mr. 
Harris about it, who said that tho con- 
tractors had not tondorod according '^9 
plan and apociCcatioii. Ho (Coun. 'Mo- 
Lean) did not know how it would bo; it 
was loft iu the hands of Mr. Harris and I 
had bottorsoo Mr. Ilarrisabout it, hut that 
tho lowest logilimnto tender would got tho 
job. I aftorwarda saw Gilligan and ofTor-. 
od him §26 not to sign the contract. He 
would not accept my, ofTor. After tho 
contractors had signed tho contract thoy 
made an agreenionl with nie to roriiovo 
tho earih f.T 837. 

Coun. ^'igollus osamiiuHl — Did you 
sanction tho removal of tho earth by tho 
City Council] Mr. Kinsman asked ra© 
if I would a<,'reo to its removal by the 
Council, or tho coi:tractorH would thrbw 
up tho work, having taken it too low. I 
answered that I -ivuuld agree that tho 
Council should do it. Did you know that 
Bond, had arranged with tho contractors 
to remove the earth for §071 .-Vnswor — T 
did not. 

Coun. Shakespcvre o.xamined- Did yo\j 
consent that tho Council shoiild rumovo 
tho earth I Coun. Kinsman caino to mo 
after tho ci/otractors had liey;un their 
■work and 1 conseuted to tho Council re- 
moving the earth. I did not know that 
^ond had agreed with tho contractors to 
move tho earth for $37. 

Coun. Boyd examined- -Coun. Kinsman 
and I went to see tho contractors soon 
!»frer they had begun tho work. The con- 
tractors -ivanted the Council to romovo 
the earth, an they had taken the work too 
low and could not make gmb. They had 
contracted with Bond to move the earth 
for 837, and Bond was going to sell tho 
earth for "a bit" a load. Bond told mo, 
when Kinsman and I were at tho ci.itorii, 
that lio had contracted to take away the 
earth for .*37. Coun. Kinsman and I 
concluded that it was bettor for tho Co,U|ii- 
cil to put on tuams, take tho earth away, 
and use it on the streets. Wo hftd not at 
thia timo arranged with any one to iiiOvo 
tho oarth. 

Coun. Wi-iglesworth exaininod- -When 
tenders \voro rocoivod iu Council Roiid's 
tender was .?3t9, Gilligan's 6^17'.>. The 
city engineer's estimate was .*317. I was 
aatisfied that tho contractors could not do 
the work for the money. ] reconiniond- 
od tho street coiumitteo that tlie Council 
should remove tho earth, as it wan in spe- 
cification tliat the City could cuiini the 
earth and remove it. I was satisfied that 
if this was not done tbo contractors would 
throw up tho contract and it would cost 
tho city niore. 

Coun. Kinsman examined— 1 said in 
Council when tenders -(vero read that I 
was suro that Gilligan could not do tho 
work for tho money. I talked afterwards 
with tho City Engineer, who said that tho 
contractora ought to Havo sent in a prico 
for moving tho earth along with their 
tender. I said tho contractors havo but 
little exporicnco and thnt wo ought nut to 
exact too much from thom. That wo 
might tako tho earth away, but that tho 
coutr.act Bpocified that tho contractors 
Hliouid do it. I went to see the contrac- 
tors when thoy wore working. Gilligan 
said: Wo want you to tako tho earth 
awpy. 1 replied, You havo tho contract 
to do it. Gilligan said: It is optional 
with 'iho Council to do it or not. I said 
again: You must do it. Gilligan replied: 
You ought not to bo too hnrd on a poor 
man, as you know it is optional w-ith tho 
Council to doitor not. I replied: Well, Iwill 
SCO tho Council about it. Afterwards I 
saw Couns. Boyd, Vigelius and Shakes- 
peare. Thoy agreed that tho Council 
should do the work of moving tho earth. I 
wont to see Oouii. MisLean oboat it, but 
he was out. I should have said that I 
first saw Mr. Harris and hoard from hira 
that it was optional with tho Council to 
romovo the earth or not. Boyd and I 
talked over tho matter as to whom wo 
should givo the job to remove tho oarth 
and agreed to give it tc Mr. J. W. Wil- 
liams, oa he-haa not 'deno.-'any woxk for 
us of late. Wo told Mr. Williams to send 
his teams to do tho work next morning. 
Directly after tolling Mr. Williams, Boyd 
and I wont to Gilligan at tho work, and 
told him that W'o would send teams to do 
the work no.^t moiiiing. Bond who was 
thoro said, why not lot me movo tho 
earth ! T answered, we have already f?ot 
a nian to do it, you havo just had a 869 
job. Then I said, are you charging tho 
contractors for n^^ovipg tho clay ( Bond 
gaviJ an ovaaivo a,nswor, I thtrn Bj^jd to 
>Bond , t^re ybq sollinK it T He 'roplied , 
."I RTfl to 'coh\ bit a, Wl for if'tsaid, 



that will hot pay you, I aikcd Gilliga-a 
"If ho was paying Bi'iid for moving 1 ■■' 
earth? Gilligfin would not reply. I a:-i>i, 
if you' aro you had botter'got rid of him. 
If Coun. Boyd's statoineiit was 0(irri;ct, 
that when Boyd and himself went' to the 
cistern to see the contractors, thoy, Boyd 
and himself know that Iho contractors 
had agreed to [lay Bond for moving tho 
earth, then ho i^Ooun. Kinsman) w'ould 
givo up, as tliis was what .Qoun. McLean 
had charged' them with) but for , hia part 
ho did not know it. 

Colin. Boyd, subscquontly stated to tho 
Mayor that ho wished to correct his stnto- 
mont, as on thinkini* tho matter over ho 
felt oonvinood that Coun. Kinsman's 
statement '.viUi, , corroct, to tho oQect that 
before going to tho contractors Ooun. 
Kinsman and himself had arranged with 
Mr. Williams to move tho earth. 

I\Ir. Catlicart examined by Couu. Kins- 
man. — Did' you toll mo that you had con- 
tracted with Bond to haul tho earth ?

That ia the history of their adminia- 
trationT Ttritish Columbia after a 
four years' .sleep ia not refreshed; not 
vet wido-awakc. The roar or the giant 
powder that hns shaken her moun- 
tains and tossed the .mauoof tho luifthty 
Fraaer has not opened her eyes. She 
exhibits no signs of vitality: Is she 
deadl If she lives she may open licr 
eyes to discover that strangera liiive 
taken possession of tho great artery 
that drains her life blood. Another 
four years' .sleep will finish her career. 
The perfuLiie of spices passing by rail 
over her bio'som will constantly remind 
Ler people of what tlioy: dost by sleef)- 
ing. The railroad will cau.se our little 
citien to grow large. Victoria will 
ultimately become tho centre of a 
<(reat citv with Esquimalt for a .suburb. 
New Westmimster will increase rapid- 
ly and be its own suburb; its heart 
will be round the wharves at Burrard 
Inlet. The future of these cities is 
assured. They must grow in spile of 
those persons who are always ready to 
select tho moat incomjietont reprcsen 
tatives. But what i.s to become of the 
Mainland ] Will tho people -on its 
broad bo.som be satisQcd to live ou the 
perfume of spices 1 Tlioy have 'no 
roads. How can they approach tile 
railroad? The four years that have 
been wasted by tho three local jiets 
caused an injury to the Mainland that 
could not be repaired by a gift of 
twenty million dollars. The ministry 
do nothing, but the people hopn and 
wait as patiently as if they were fast 
asleep and snoring. The intoro.sting 
question is, will they over awake / Tho 
future of this province can be measured 
by the intellect of the representatives 
that will be chosen at the next general 
election. The next attorney general 
must be a lawyer, the finance ininistor 
a good business man, and tho provincial 
secriStary a person able to assist his 
colleagues in the discharge of import- 
ant duties. ]\Ioro tliau one of the 
iiiiniatcrs wc liave would not, in any 
civilized country, be intrusted with the 
duty of assisting in the debates of a 
parish vestry; and hero they have been 
for many years regarded as "the liglits 
of the province." The result of their 
shining is impenetrable darkness. We 
hear mutterings that mean secession; a 
few grumblers talk of anne.Nation; but 
no one seems to think of doing what 
can be done with ease. Blow out tlio 
farthing candles that arc making all 
the gloom. Select your best men and 
their prudence, wisdom and courage 
will illuminate tho province with a 
light by whicli pcojile can see tlinb 
British Columbia is really and truly a 
favoured land and the mistress of tho 
northern golden gate of the Pacific. 
The making of laws to regulate the 
sale, of tin cans, tho height of fences, 
and tho position of toll-gates v.-ould bo 
suitable employment for our local 
Solons; but tho idea of intrusting them 
with duties to be discharged by per- 
sons competent >.j take advantage of 
cimuBStances and provide facilities for 
coromercia! or agricultural population, 
ise vidence of insanity. We have repeated- 
ly sounded the tocsin of alarm, but the 
people sleep and the most rangnificenl 
province of the Dominion, their own 
inheritance, is like a wildernciis, with- 
out roads or bridges. The law is non- 
sense and "do nothing" the policy of 
ministers. It is possible that in reply 
to this appeal our patriotic people will 
say in a whisper, "Hush! let the babies 
sleep." But we liave a better opinion 
of them, for all that.

— Ou Monday lust 
Coun. Shakespeare made a long speech 
to sliow that his party had conducted 
the business of *lie city for 1881 in a 
highly satisfactory manner and tliat he, 
as chairman of finance, Avas the chief 
cause of the healthy condition of aflairs 
shown, as he said, by the 
cash statement of 1881. The 
alluaion to tho cash strtement was 
I tliink "unfortunate for Mr. S, as this 
domiment if looked over even hastily is 
very unsatisfactory ^vhen compared 
with that of 1880.' This 1881 "stat(!- 
ment. plainly shows that there was 
abouli''C '$16,266 : inoro uvailablo 
funds for ^- tEe'-'iise- of the Council 
in 1881 than there was in 1880 made 
up thus by actual increase of revenue, 
from water works, insurance tax, real 
estate ta-\', licenses uiul largely by jjalo 
of cemetery lands, whilst tln^. Council 
had to pay out for .Ire rates, interest 
on water works loan, certific!itas of in 
dehtedness and survey 158,4 65 less in 
1881 than in 1880. Now, sir, with 
this large extra sum of ijlCjOOO at his 
disposal for city business one would 
naturally supjiose that a financier of 
Mr. Shakespeare's ability would shew 
either a corresponding reduction in thp; 
eitj^'^^btj or some great arid useful^ 
work of improvement for the benefit of 
the'city. But ^ve look in vain for this, 
the debt of the city as shown by a.saeta 
and liabilities is only some $2600 less 
than in 1881. And if wolookforimprove- 
ments that should liavo been made with 
such a large revenup whore are they 1 



We find that though §4750 more has 
been expended on streets, that >,-J,C82 
less has been laid out to improve the 
water works, which arc of the utmost 
importance to the city and a large 
source of revenue. And though Mr. 
Shakespeare said that a largo amount 
had been expended to pay off certifi- 
caff! of indebtedness we find that hc- 
tually !jl99G less was paid for this 
j)urpose than was paid iit ISSO. 1 look 
in vain for much good that has been 
doiio with this extra §1 0,000; but it is 
woll known that u large sum has 
been 'throvrn away on electric 
light bylaws, oil lamp pr-^ts, blasting 
rooks to open a street and destroy school 
reserve anil similar works of no use to 
the general community. It is known also 
that Mr. Shakospoaro has liad bills paid 
tliat never wore passed by the Council as 
in tho case of tho extra bill for tho cistern 
job, and tho coal oil lamp post bill — tho 
latter .uio condemned at a largo public 
meeting. 

Mr. .Shake8i)carc intondcd to show that 
his tinancial ability eminontly fitted him 
for tho position which ho now aims at; 
but I trust that tho citizens of Victoria 
will show him at tho election that they 
have difforont-'vioffa on this ijnportant 
business. ' OmZEx.

To Tin: EniTOU. — Looking over the 
rinanoiul statement of tho corporation 1 
find a few items wortii tho considera- 
tion of the ratepayers. 

To refer, first, to the auditor's note 
at the foot of a statement it says thp t 
when Jlr. Shakespeare and his friends 
took office there was a balance of a.isei.^ 
over liabilities of $0801.50; anil thnt 
at the end of the year (last month) 
there was a balance of liahilitivH over 
assets of .$4120.12. If this is the case 
it shows that the Council left, tho city 
worse oif by §10,927,62 for the year. 
It cannot for a moment bo supposed 
that the auditor and tho finance cuin- 
mittco fail to knov/ tho difierence bc- 
tweon assets and liabilities. 

Again, to show what last year's 
Council had to spend as compared with 
that of tho previous year take tho fol- 
lowing receipts as per ofllcial returnc:

Again, in 1880, tho necessary ex- 
penditure on water works wa.s S 
500. In 1881 it was under -STOOO. 
This dilTci'enco of o500 anti the in- 
crea.sed revenue from the auove thri't' 
sources gave last y.-^ar's Council an 
amount of $15,000 for general pur- 
poses over what tho (.'ouncil of ISSO 
had to spend. 

Now, whnt good work, what sub- 
stantial work, was done? We had no 
new streets, no new culverts, no drain- 
age, lu fact, nothing" .pf . importance 
was done except to improve the ])ri- 
vate property of Mr. Shakespeare and 
his fiidnda. Coun. Boyd's Rupert street 
rock is a fair and honest sample of the 
style of work done last year. 

Mr. Shakespeare on nomination day 
said that the revenue in 1881 was only 
S5000 over that of 1880, and that 
S12,p00 more had been expende<l.,.That,, 
Mr. Editor,isdiistinctly untrue. It would 
take someone a trifle cleverer than Mr. 
Shakespeare to show it to bo possible 
with an increase of ,§5000 only to 
spend an additional •'Jl 2,000 and leave 
the city §3500 better ofl'. 

There are other things in the finan- 
cial statement that might bo mention- 
ed; but all persons conversant with ac- 
counts can see that it is the worst and 
most unsatisfactory statement that has 
been placed before the ratepayers for a 
long time. 

After to-niorrow evening i\Ir.Shahes- 
pearo and his supporters will be en- 
abled to enjoy the comforts of private 
life.

INTERESJINC. INFORMATION THEREON 
FROM THE HIGHEST AUTHORHT. 



WHAT OUCHT TO BE AND WHAT CAN BE 
QOME, IN BRITISH COLUMBIA TO 
^ 'RESERVE THE NOBLE FISH.

Gkntiemks, — Your favour of the 20tli 
Oct. last reached inc on the l!)th inst. , 
being aomewliat delayed in going to (U- 
t4iwa before arriving hero. 

Vou ask me for information concerning 
the artificial propagation of salmon, and 
aa to the best method of rearing the young 
fry previous to the time of their migra- 
tion to -the ocean. I am well aware of 
the immense benefit now derivable from 
the salmon traffic in yuur Province and 
can therefore readily understand why 
persons like yourselves who arc largely 
engaged in the preserving of that liah 
shofitd, desire, to encourage any measure 
thatrttbuld hare a tendency to kcop up 
the standard, in number (if it all possible) 
of this very valuable source of commerce 
in your country. 

I do not desire to speak disparagingly 
to you on this subject, "of keeping up the 
quontitdea of salmon that are at present 
80 plentiful with you," but I 'fear unless 
you exert yourselves most earnestly and 
persevoringly to stay to a certain extent 
tlio immense slaughter of salmon now 
carried on in your waters, you will, before 
many years pass by, nnd j'oursolvos in 
precisely tho same condition that wo are 
in here; almosi denuded of that magni- 
ticont fish. 

I desire to mention to you briefly my 
own personal knowledge and e.Nperionco 
in relation to salmon here in my short 
lifetime. My father settled upon this 
farm whore I now live, and which I own, 
in 1816.' ' He selected it more particular- 
ly becadsfe'a-small stream or crook (as wo 
call them hero) ran through tho property 
which at certain seasons of tho year was 
literally teeming with salmon, almost 
crowding themselves (durin^T certain runs^ 
out on tho banks of tho stream. Tho In- 
dians (the place then was ahno.st a wilder- 
ness) caught these fish in vast numborii; 
thoy wore known to bo sold for a York 
shilling (12^ cts.) a dozen. I was born 
in 1822; have lived here ever since; dur- 
ing my boyhood I thought nothing nl 
spearing a dozen or two salmon of a morn- 
ing, before commencing my work on the 
farm, which in those days was not 7 or 8 
o'clock, but shortly after dayliglit. 1 
iiavo known of 000 salmon being speared 
with canoe andtoichliglitin one nijshtat or 
near tlie outlet o.' tho creek into Lake 
Ontario during a froshet in the fall of the 
yeak Theru were in the fall of 183U 
within a disi;anco ol' half a mile of tlie 
stream on my farm ind within a few rods 
of my doovoOO nalm'.in speared, my brother 
lUid myself killing 00 of them; there wore 
thousands of fish passed by us on account 
of a large freshet then running in the 
stream, which prevented our seeing only 
a partial number within rangu of spear- 
ing. In fact, this and all other streams 
emptying into Lake Ontario from Niagara 
to Kingston were in those days 
olive with salmon in the autunm 
mouths. Torchlight, upoars, nets, 
and every otfaur engine of destruction 
then in use (and tjioy were then all very 
rude in their con.'ifn.ction) woi'o wantonly 
and I may say barbarously uecd by the 
Buttlera, all trying to got tiio greater num- 
ber of fish. Our streams were all very 
suiall (mino cimld be jumped over in many 
places by a man) bisfc I verily believe that 
salmon wore aa plentiful in thorn then ac- 
cording to tho size of the streams as thny 
ever were In any of ynur waters of Brit- 
ish Columbin. Now, let ine relate the 
Btato of things as far back as in 18G8. 
Barely a salmon could then b« found in 
any of these same streams, oinr Ji.shiiu/, 
constantly killing them on the spawning 
grounds; trap' net fish in.(< -along thoshores 
of the lake and estuaries of tho streams, 
tuccosBive demand ai(d .^rocd for tho fish 
jiad exterminated thorn in all of our wat- 
ers. This has also been the casa in a 



largo proportion of the rivera in Quebec, 
and also to a certain extent in a great 
many of the rivers in tho other >niaritimu 
provinces. 

Now you are having a " merry life " in 
your new 2irovince with tho salmon; but 
I fear it must bo a ''short one," and a 
much shorter ono than ours lu'.-^ 1 iien; for 
with the increasing pojnilation of the 
earth, with their, craving demand lor sup- 
plies of fish-food, tho immense capital in- 
vested 111 capturing salmon, the improved 
methods in the way of nets and other en- 
gines used in killing thcui;all these things 
(with what I have witnessed in my own 
province here) prove to my mind, at least, 
that unless the most stringent romodial 
inensuros are adopted in yiPiir jirovince, 
your present traffic in diilinun vvill be nf 
short duration, and will be brought to a 
close in a much shorter period of time 
than ours has been. It may be asked 
what should be tlio remedy to prevent 
this reasonably expected lojs of a groat 
commercial wealth i I may answer that 
much discretion and wisdom will have to 
be shown by those who are engaged in the 
trade, anil by a.ssistiiig tho [)ropur auihur- 
itieu in maiiitaini.'ig pruper fishing regu- 
lations, set aj)art a proper close season fur 
the natural spaivning of the fish, and see 
that it is kept to tho very letter; aid Na- 
ture by every possible moans, and subsi- 
dise upon an extensive scale tho natural 
methods of ro-production by the ai'piica- 
tion of ;!io most improved means of arti- 
ficial prop.\gation. Tlwro are, no doubt, 
immonso nutnhors of small tributary feed- 
ers to your largo rivers, now unfrequent- 
ed by salmon, which might bo made tho 
luiraories for millions of young salmon, if 
placed there, thus extending, as it were, 
the "branches of the troo for tho rearing 
of more fruit," to be brought to maturity 
afterwards by tho unlimited supplies of 
fond in tho groat expanse of the ocean. 

I have digressed perhaps too much 
from tho main object of your enquiry ; but 
I have inferred from the request in your 
letter to mo that you take a deep interest 
in all that pertains to the natural and ar- 
tificial propagation of salmon; hence my 
somewhat lengthy letter in reply. In 
answer to your direct question " whether 
should the yountj fish when thoy are old 
enough to care lor thomselves bo turned 
into tho lieadwatisrs of the fiver, or 
ought tluiy bo confiiied in ponds fed by 
living water until the time arrived for 
their dismissal to tho ocean," my 
expi'rienco tells ino that it is next 
to an impossibility to rear young salmon 
lip tlie the stage of '' smalthood " (that is, 
the jieriod when they commence thoir 
migration) in largo numbers in ponds or 
confined limits. Tho system may do well 
enough on a very small scale, and for 
purposes of obnervation, but when " mil- 
lions" are to be hatched out it is imprac- 
ticable. Young fish as well as old ones 
require food, and of the proper kind. 
They also require largo supplies of highly 
i (orated water, which as a rule cannot be 
i obtained in ponds or confined limits. 
I They also food largely in their natural 
abodes on insect life, tho larvie of flies, 
and crustaceans, which in the gravelly 
I bottomed parts of rivers where the young 
' salmon are hatched out, are always found 
j In great abundance. In ponds artificial 
I feeding or animal food, in tho way of 
I livers and such like, must be given to 
I them, and, as I before stated, when you 
' have " millions " to care for largo quanti- 
j ties of this food must be prepared for 
i them by pounding, grinding, or somo 
: such means, in order tomakoitsufficient- 
I ly small for tho small fry to take in their 
I ii..„.'.ha. This with a few thousand is 
laborious work, and still worse and more 
I difficult is it to got this food at all times, 
; unless tho work is carried on in tho im- 
mediate vicinity of some largo town or 
city, w'hero tho ofTal from butcher's stalls 
can bo readily and regularly had (for it 
must always bo fresh or at times thou- 
sands of your young brood w'll turn sick 
and die from eating partly decomposed 
and diseased livers) and taken from heal- 
thy animals. 

I have lost thousand.^ of young fry from 
feeding what I afterwards found out to bo 
diseased lirers of cattle, which, at the 
time is not easily discurniblo, and not 
until perhaps thousands of your brood of 
tho fry have diod. I have no hesitation 
in advising you or any other person (on 
this subject) not to think of keeping large 
quantities of salmon fry in small quarters 
whuro it will bo necessary to food them ar- 
tificially. At least two seasons will trans- 
pire before young salmon will put on the 
livery of the "smalf" and migrate lo thi 
sea. If D. few months keeping would bring 
them to this .stage it wuulil be different; 
but two long yc.ar.s <jr acasons of confine- 
moiit and artificial feeding will prove 
unwholesome for the fiah and unprofita- 
ble to tho'id persons engaged in tho work 
of rearing salmon. 

I have boon getting for sonic years back 
a number of the oia of tho California 
salmon from the McLcod river, a tribu- 
tary of the Sacramento. They are known 
as tho Milino rjiiinnat to distinguish them 
from our Atlantic salmon, the salrno salar. 
The <ininnat are more greedy feeders when 
young than tho solar and are a much 
coarser fish in every way, not liked ao 
well for the table as thoy are fur canning 
purposes. The introduction of tliom hero 
by myself and by Prof. Baird in tho east- 
ern states has not poved very satisfac- 
tory so far. They aro not showing 
themselves in our waters as numerously 
as we had expected they would. I am 
now trying the planting of somo 350,000 
of tho '([uiiinat \n tho great St. John rivor 
in Now iBrunswick. They will be distri- 
buted in the upper waters of the river 
some 200 milos up from tidal water. Tho 
n!itive salat of that river have become 
very scarce from the means alluded to in 
the former part of this letter. The St. 
,Iohn rivor many years ago wan over- 
tlowing with salmon just like yours; but 
tho slaughter of the fishermen and the 
improper times of killing them have well 
nigh exterminated them from the upper 
waters there. 

I may state for your information that 
our Dominion Government i.i quite in ad- 
vance of almost any other on this contin- 
ent or the old world with regard to the 
artificial propagation of fish. I have now 
erected for tlio government eleven fine 
extensive fiah breeding establishments in 
various parts of tho Dominion. Ten of 
these are for salmon culture more partic- 
ularly, each having a capacity of from three 
to six millions of eggs, Tlio eleventh one 
is more particularly erected for brooding 
tho corrojoni (our whito fish); its capacity 
is somo itixty millions of eggs, or even 
more if procurable. I am now putting up 
the twelfth building on the Restigouclio, 
size "10x100, whioii will aqcomraodato 
8,000,000 n- 10,000,000 o{ salmon eggs. 
We have at the present time about thirty 
millions of eggs of tho salmonoid family 
laid down in the trouglis of those eleven 
hatcheries. We have turned out from 
these uurBcrius Hinco their comr.ioncomoiit 
(some of them being in o()oration only one 
year, otl'.ers two, and so on) ninety-sev'in 
viiU'om (97,000,000) of young fish all i\f 
ihesaLnoiiJamily. This number has not 
boon approached by any other country, 
unless shad aro counted in, which are 
hatched out in about 'i or 4 days, where- 
as thesalmon family take fro m four to ^\x.

mention those figures to show you that 
whilst Franco, Germany, England and 
the United States aro being heralded by 
their institutions nnd government organs 
as doing wonders in fish culture Canada 
has been quietly yet surely outdoing them 
)>y all odds. 

Our last annual grant for carrying .0!j 
this work,:iiicluding kceperj' salaries, gen- 
end inainteDnnco and tho erection 'of two 
now hatcheries, last year was 828,000. I 
am told that tho U. S. government gave 
§150,000 for a like purpose last season. 

I should be very much pleased j to see 
our wo>-k extended to youi^ province. . All 
that is required is a little 'forco and. do- 
termination on tlie part of your ropro- 
aontatives to get it done. M. P.'s who 
don't (ish for anything certainly never 31'* 
anything. A small grant of 83000 or 84000 
would put you up a hatchery with a capa- 
city of six to ton millions c f eggs, This 
sum would cover everything oven though 
a competent oflicor wore sent for tho pur- 
pose of constructing it. If you aro not 
dive to your own interests it i.s c«rtainly 
the fault of youi-.-ielvcs. When 1 .say $3000 
or ji-iOtX) I mean a building of first class 
stylo in appearance, with every facilities 
and conipriaing in it all tho latest and 
meet approved methods for artificial pro- 
pagation, with apparatus, etc. 

If you (tho parties engaged in fishing 
ojierations) aro going to put up a;: estab- 
lishment on your own account bo very 
careful in your .selection of a site and in 
tho manner of putting it up, aa almost 
everything relating to it is in selecting a 
good convenient location and in fitting 
up the nursery with gooil apparatus and 
a syatonintio waj-. 

I have now written you ou this subject 
of fish culture somewhat lengthily. I liope 
it may intorestyou — not tire you^, I wish! 
you every success in you undertaking. '

(lauglitor'l — who canio down to jwirliainont 
with a proposition to build that railway 
on a capital of §1 ,('.00,000. There is only 
ono thing it reminds nie of.

nice. lli'dliook tasted both the cake 
and the swcct.s. They all three then

There was nothing in it. While lie 
was examining and swallowing this 
one, Dr. Lanison wa.s filling another 
with sugar from the basin, using for 
tiie purjiose a small spoon in tho shape 
of a little spade. Looking at Bed- 
liook, he said: "You have only to 
shake it anil it will send the niedioine 
down to the end." Tlich^liaving finish- 
ed filling it, lie closed it and lianded it 
to tho boy, saying: "Here, Percy, take 
thi.s, there is a littio sugar in it." The 
boy took it and swallowed it. It was 
6.55 ill the evening when Lain.son ar- 
rived; it was about 7.55 when tlie boy 
swallowed the cap.sule. A few mo- 
ments afterward Dr. Lam.son said he 
must go, as he had to catch the eight 
o'clock train to Pari.i en route to Flo'-- 
onee, where he said lie intended \. 
spend the winter. He took an appar- 
ently ftfi'ectionate hv^v^- of t'n- ooy, and 
said that ne.xt year ho boned to return 
to England and settle down, After he 
had gone Bedhook went into an ad- 
joining apartment to give a singing 
le.-ison. He left the boy nlonc for about 
a quarter of an liour. Retnrning to 
him, the boy

Bedhook advised him to rest n little, 
and lei: t liiin again, the boy amusing 
himself with some new.spapers which 
Lamson had given him. Tor. minutes 
elapsed, and Bedhook went back to 
him. "My brother," said the boy, 
"has given me ouc. of the quinine pills, 
for 1 feel the same kind of pain 1 had 
in Shanklin after lie gave me one 
there." The boy continued to com- 
plain, and finally it was tiiought best 
that he should go to bod. In a little 
time ho was attacked with violent pains 
and he writhed in agon}-. The matron 
and an assistant alloudei.1 upon bim. 
He complained of pains in tlie throat 
and of his skin being "drawn up." At 
nine o'clock doctors were sent for, and 
in spite Lif all they could do 

THK BOY DIED AT 11:.30. 

Tiieso circumstances ■wcro regarded 
'aa suspicious, The sudilen tleatli was 
reported in Uie papers. Tlio police 
were conimunieatcd with. 'I'hcy tried 
to find Dr. I.amson nnd could obtain- 
no tidings of him. Two or three days 
passing without hia appearance inten- 
sified the belief that ho had poi.soned 
his brother-in-law. A motive was set 
nn in the fact that nt his death Dr. 
Lanison's wife would "come into a 
good deal of property.'' On Tliurhday, 
five days after the boy s decease, Dr. 
Lamson presented himself at tho Lon- 
don polico headquarters, Scotland yard. 
Ho is n man of medium iieight, about 
35 years of age, of spare but st'rong 
build. His hair is closely cropped, as 
is is the fashion in Paris and jSTew 
York, and he has a dark beard and 
mustache.

On presenting himself at the Police 
Bureau he was perfectly self possessed, 
though e.'treniely pale. Inspector 
Butcher, who is in charge ot the case, 
received '..he doctor, who said that hav- 
ing heard of tlie death of his relative 
and seen his name connected w;itU it in 
the iiewsiiajicrs he had instantly re- 
turned to London for the purpose of 
ofi'eriiig his assistance to the authori- 
ties. "I have only iirrived from Paris 
this morning," ho s:ud, "wliere I had 
gone on my way to the south ol Italy 
for my health. I was terribly sliocijed 
and grieved to hear of my trother-in- 
Liw'a death. Under the circuoistances 
I determined to roturn,to London un- 
til after tho iriiquest, and.'I now wish to 
inform you, tho police, of my address."

The, boy's name 1 I 
was Percy Malcolm John, a student at 
Bleiihuiii: blouse school in St. George's 
road nnd he was a brother-in-law of 
tlie accused. Dr. Lamson, jr., is ac- 
cu.'iod of having poisoned him in order 
to secure his prono^tj,attd; the fact that 
aconite was found irt the'iad's stomach' 
and that Dr. Lamson had bought 
aconite just before his visit to the boy, 
and that during his visit he gave him£j;'..' 
eajisules containing powder, make up 
an ugly case against hini. The prelim- 
inary o.>:aminEtion, for the prisoner is 
suspected of murdering another boy, will 
not bo concluded before New Year. 
The accused, who had voluntarily come 
on from Paris upon hearing of tho cliargo 
is much affected, and felt it sorely when 
the Wandsworth street Magistrate, acting 
according to laws and procedure, refusod 
him bail.

Hcscue of TUrtoeiL Bngrllsli OhUdro& 
In Conetantlnoplo. 

(Pall Mall Oxzctlo 1 

Mr. Fawcott, tho British Consul-Gon- 
cral, under instructions from Lord Gran- 
ville, and in hia capacity as Consular 
.Tudgf, has set free thirteen young Eng- 
li.^h 'I'eisnn.H who, in early childhood, wore 
sold by tlieir parents to tho Arab troupe 
of acrobalH. Tho case was briefly refer- 
red to ill a telegram published on Satur- 
day, and this morning Mr. R. D. M. Lit- 
tler, Q. C, sends to tho papers a full ac- 
count of this extraordinary affair. The 
children just released formud ))ort of a 
troupe of acrobats known as the "Origi- 
nal and flonuino Troupe of Beni-Kong- 
Zoiig Bedouin Arab.i," who were some 
time ago exhibited in Loudon, and wore 
recently performing in Constantinople. 

Mr. Littler, who was in that city laatl ' 
month, having heard that several of these 
iads wore not Arabs at all, but pool little 
LoiK'im utreet boys who had been sold by 
their parents to a "French Arab," calling 
himself Hadj Ali ben Mohammed, visited 
tho house in which thoy lodged. He found 
that tho rumor was quite true, and that • 
thirteen English boys, all born of Lotldon 
parents, and varying in ago from tKreu 
years and ten months to six years, had 
been sold for terms ranging lirom ton to 
fourtco;: years, for sums of from thirty to 
fifty shillings each. Thesalo was effect- 
ed in due form by a stamped, deed of ap- 
prenticeship, reciting in each case that 
the child's consent had been freely given, 
and on the back of tho paper was the 
parent's receipt for tho purchase money. 
The purchaser bound liimaolf in every 
case to find the children in proper food 
and clothing, and in soine cases to find- 
[)ropcr education. 

How this contract was fulfilled will be 
seen from the description Mr. Littler gives 
of the condition in which he found .the 
children on making a"Hurprise visit." Ho 
says; 

They were all huddled together in a. 
room about 15 feet square, tho suls i'umi- . 
turo of which was a few boxes containing 

thoir tumbling dresses. Thoy wero hor- 
ribly dirty, barefooted and clad solely in 
a -ir of old baggy Turkish troubora and 
old filthy mail's shirt. There was no 
V. .lulling place in or near tho room. Thoro 
wero no beds, and they told mo thoy woi'e 
fed from a large round tin pot with' some 
stew or skilly, tho solid parts of which 
they tore with their hands whdo th-j 
liquid part they drank from pannikins. 
They never tasted tea, cofl'ce or other 
drink than ■water, and had no food other 
than this disgusting mixture and bread. 
They wrc never allowod to dross docent-r 
ly, save to perform; nor wero they ever 
allowed to quit tho house save for the 
same purpose. 

They had no toys, games ca' ainuso- 
ments, nor were thoy allowod other past- 
time but practising thoir aci'obatic per- 
formances. All had thoir heads and many 
thoir bodies covered witli acarii, partly 
the result of their owner's brut-ality and 
partly of wounds from tho fp.Us caused in 
learning their misorable trado. Few of 
them could speak English. Somo could 
apeak Frencli and somo nothing but 
Aabic. Thoy have never been in 
any place of worship in their lives. They 
aro ignca'ant of tho vory name of God, 
and not one of them can read or writo a 
lino of any language under the pun. Save 
the Arabs, all aro of London parentage. 
No other Christian nation seoins to have 
produced any such degraded parents to 
tho hand of Ua.dj Ali Ben Molummed. 

Mr. Littler having asked some of the 
boys if they wished to go back to England 
and having received a unanimou:j answer 
in tho affirmative, was not a littio sur- 
prised on seeing three more of them | the 
ne.\t day to find them as unanimouSgin 
the negative. 

'/.'his (ho adds) naturally aroused niy 
suspicions, and after a littio chat uno poor 
little fellow sidled up to mC; and said 
that none of them meant it. and ovon- 
tually 1 elicited that, having been asked 
by thoir owner if they meant to say that 
thoy wished to go hotrc, and answered 
"Ycs,"tl;cy had all been soe.ndly thrash- 
ed and brought up to the Consulate break- 
fastlcss. and without even a drink of wa- 
ter. 

Mr. Fawcott waa at once communicated^ 
with, and took stepa to rescue the poor 
lads from their shocking position. Two 
of them wero sent homo a? distrerred 
British subjects, their fathers consenting 
to receive them; but the other twelve, 
'many of them mere babies, would have 
been left to tho mercy of Hadj Ali had 
not provision been made for receiving 
Ihem into Dr. Barnardo'a .Homiii, and had 
not Lord Granville aeon his way to in- 
8truc';ing Mr. Fawcott to take such steps 
as ho legally could for sending them back 
to England.
